The freed people 
would surely not do more than their old proportion 
of it, aud very probably for atime wonld do lers 
leaving sn increased part to white laborers, 
bringing their labor into greater demand, and 
consequently enhancing the wages of it. With de- 
portation, even tou limited extent, endanced wages 
to white labor is mathematically cortain. Labor is 
like any other commodity in the market; increas 
the dewaad for it, apd yon increase the price of 
Redaco tho supply of black labor by colo: 
Utack txborers out of the country, and by precisely

white lator. But it is dreaded that the freed peo- 
plo will swarm forth aad cover tho whole land.
